Socialized medicine has just taken a nasty salat plexus 
slap. 
Labor traditionally has l*»en one of the major backers 


of I e scheme. 
But Dave Beck of Seattle, executive vice­ 
president of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters 
(A F L ) has told the American Medical Association in Atlantic 
City that socialized medicine won’t work. 
I*ast winter another major lalw»r leader, W illiam L. Ilut- 


che>on„ president of the I iii ted Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and Joiners, condemned the program which has figured large­ 
ly in plans of the Truman administrations and the previous 
ones. 
Free choice of doctors, surgeons and dentists still ap­ 
ical* strongly to the American public. These are all possible 
in the voluntary health insurance plans which Dave Beck 
says should In* given precedence. 
A lot of tacit approval of 


socialized medicine has come from those who haven t taken 
the time to familiarize themselves fully with all its implica­ 
tions. 


Those RFC Letters 


Senator Fulbright** committee investigating the Decon­ 
struction Finance Corp. has voted unanimously not to make 
public any of the HH letters to that Government lending 
agency from members of Congress,

able. The public, which has been given much reason foi con­ 
fidence in the courage and integrity of the committee’s mem­ 
bers. probably will not quarrel with that decision. 
But the public can only Iio|k* that the task, if under­ 
taken. would not have revealed other cases like that of Sen­ 
ator Murray of Montana, who could see nothing wrong iu 
asking the BFC to grant a loan which enabled his own law­ 
yer son to earn a large fee.

est. Soviet Russia and Great Brit- 
am, to find out precisely what 
they have done and how much 
they have expended in this coun­ 
t y during the |>ast 20 years. 
It would be interesting to know­ 
how much was spent out of lend- 
lcas--, CN RRA and ECA- that is. 
American money spent hy aliens 
to 
influence 
American 
public 
opinion Nationalist China’s share 
would indeed bi' small, because 
that country never 
had 
much 
money. Senator Sty Irs Bridget, in 
discussing this, asked: 
"Now, there are many other 
friendly

meant by "the China lobby” . The 
term always is used against such 
persons as Alfred Kohlberg, a 
reputable 
merchant, 
who 
has 
spent of his own fort un** to fight 
Communism. Kohlberg, I ant sure. 


would weltMin* investigation. 
And 
Kohlberg is not 
alone. 
There are newspapermen, mer­ 
chants and missionaries who have 
devoted themselves to fighting 
Communism not only in China 
hut hete at home. Because these 
a;e volunteers, receiving no sub­ 
sidies 
from 
Nationalist China, 
they have functioned 
without 
consulting any Chinese. Most of 
them feel that Communism in 
O lina is an American issue. 
Some of them are not at all 
concerned about Chiang Kai-Shek 
or T. V. Soong or any other Chi­ 
nese. They feel that it is bad for 
the United States for Soviet Rus­ 
sia ta own China. Some insist that 
at this historic moment, there is 
no alternate for Chiang Kai-shek. 
Others hold the view that that 
is not as important as that Rus­ 
sia should not dominate China 
under any circumstances. 
The principal conflict 
among 
so-called 
China 
experts 
apart 
from American Communists and 
fellow-travellers—is on the sub­ 
ject of corruption and reform. 
Some feel that nothing can tie 
done about China until corruption 
ends and reform i* achieved. Oth­ 
ers. like myself, take two views 
on this subj* ct: 
I. That what we call corrup­ 
tion in China is a not mal. histunc 


process of compensation for pub­ 
lic service. It is not an efficient 
system, but it existed at one time 
or another

2. That corruption is not as un­ 
usual as some like to indicate, 
and while it cannot he condoned, 
it apparently cannot be readily 
obliterated. 
Note the Kcfauver 
and Fulbright reports, both of 
which only scratched the surface 
in this country. 
This dtffetence of view does not 
affect such a matter as the recent 
effort of certain Chinese in this 
country to corner the soyabean 
market. Of this, all friends of 
China were ashamed As the story 
went, this operation, via Hong­ 
kong. was essentially' designed 
to avoid American 
income tax 
payments, which seems to be a 
habit with rich refugees in this 
country. Certainly, the ivpart- 
nient of Agriculture knows all 
about it and about the American 
lawyers who advised how to do 
sui h things. There is no reason 
why all of this should not be 
mad** public, unless the lawyers 
are too important politically to bo 
involved in sordid business. 
But none of this has anything 
to do with what Senator McMa­ 
hon calls “the China lobby."

Senator Fulhright’s com m ittee inv estigating the Becon-

But it concludes tJiat tiie letters, “ taken hy themsehe.'i," 
revea l no im p ro p rieties 
and would prov e no thing ; unless they 
were considered t(» gether with a ll the other factors inv olv ed 
in tiie negotiation of loan.>. 
And it would he “ utterly fantastic," .Senatoi FuHiright 
a.''.serts, for the com m ittee t<» try to trace all the factors in 
each of 8 13 letters. 
Certainly that would l>e a lung and difficult task, and 
the c om m it te e d e c is ion not to undertake it is undeistand- 
al>le. 
The puldic. which has been giv en much reason for con­ 
fidence in the courage and integrity of the com m ittee's mem- 
l>ers. probably will not quarrel with that decision. 
But the public can only hojie that the task, if under­ 
taken. Would not hav e rev ealed other cases like that of S en­ 
ator Murray of .Montana, who could see nothing wrong in 
H'king tlie liFC to grant a loan \shich enable« ! ids own law­ 
y er son to earn a large fee.

Most of 
them feel that Commun ism in 
Chin a is an American i» ue. 
Some of them are n ot at all 
con cern ed about Chian g Kai-Shek 
or T. V'. Soon g or an y other Chi­ 
n ese. They feel that it is bad for 
the I ’n ited States for Soviet Rus­ 
sia to own Chin a. Some in sist that 
at this historic momen t, there is 
n o altern ate for Chian g Kai-shek. 
Others hold the view that that 
is n ot as importan t as that Rus­ 
sia should n ot d omin ate Chin a 
un d er an y circumstan ces. 
The prin cipal con flict amon g

from American Commun ists an d 
fellow-ti avellers-is on the sub­ 
ject of corruption an d reform. 
S om e feel that n othin g can be 
d on e about Chin a un til corruption 
en d s an d reform is achieved . Oth­ 
ers. like myself, take two views 
on this subjt-et: 
I. That what we call corrup­ 
tion in Chin a is a n ormal, l.isturic 


process of compen sation for pub­ 
lic service. It is n ot an efficien t 
system, but it existed at on e time 
or an other in various forms (like 
tax farmin g» 
throughout 
the 
world . 
2. That corruption Is n ot as un ­ 
usual as some like to in d icate, 
an d while it can n ot be con d on ed , 
It apparen tly can n ot be read ily 
obliterated . Note the Kefauver 
an d Fulbright reports, both of 
which on ly scratched the surface 
In this c-oun try. 
This d iffeien ce of view d oes n ot 
affect such a matter as the recen t 
effort of certain Chin ese in this 
coun try to corn er the soyabean 
market. Of this, all frien d s of 
Chin a were ashamed . As the story 
wen t, this operation , via Hon g­ 
kon g. was essen tially d esign ed 
to avoid American 
in come tax 
¡>aymen ts. which seems to be a 
habit with rich refugees in this 
coun try. Certain ly, the Depart­ 
men t of Agriculture kn ows all 
about it an d about the American 
law yers w ho ad vised how to d o 
suth thin gs.
